The Boarding School— Good 
Teachers but Bad Trustees 
-No Beef, No Water-But 
Lots of Religion- 

Mb, Editor:— Our experimental 
school oast of the Cascades has boon 
in full blast for somo three months, 
and parents who are most interested 
watch the development of the institu- 
tion with a jealous eye. Great expec- 
tations were formed of this school, for 
wo were led to expect that with its 
success so would the system extend 
through the Province. As an experi- 
ment ho should all its appointments bo 
complete, and tho system have a fair 
trial. So far it is a success. Some 
thirty or for tychildren boarders receive 
tuition there and aro progressing well. 

The Master and his family aro de- 
sorvingof high commendation for their 
untiring energy in trying to make tho 
establishment prosperous. But I re- 
gret to say that tho neglect, or rather 
the culpable indifference of tho trus- 
tees is a matter of serious complaint 
with the public. As individuals tho 
four trustees are distinguished for 
their ability in their own sphoro, and 
social position in our community. Yet 
they are not the men for Galway, be- 
cause they take no interest in tho in- 
stitution, to rectify and improve the in- 
ternal and external surroundings If 
they continue to neglect the honorable 
trust tlioy have accepted mueh longer 
the public will be compelled to call oa 
them to resign and have others ap- 
pointed who will,— for it is a notorious 
fact that some of them have not even 
visited the school; from their conduct 
I would be led to suppose that they 
are not even aware that such an estab- 
lishment is in existence. 

I will venture to mention a few 
minor evils which could be prevented, 
were the Trustees but to do their duty. 
It has been observed that the Teacher 
has gone to one of them for beef. The 
reply was that he (the Trusteo) knows 
nothing about it, but refers him to 
another, and so on; in the meantime 
the children go without. Such 
should not be. And agaiu, on wash- 
ing day all the water is packed a loilf 
distance up a steep hill from tho Bon 
aparte Kiver, when a well could be 
dug convenient to the houso, and good 
water obtained at a small expense. 
Another item of some consequence to 
our community is the holding of 
Church service in tho school-house, 
for we always understood that tho free 
schools of tho Province would not be 
sectarian but secular. This rule has 
already been violated by a Minister of 
the Episcopal denomination, presum- 
ably with the sanction of the School 
Trustees. This practice will most de- 
cidedly be injurious to the Free School 
system in these parts.

The Ecclesiastical Trial— Taking up 
the Cudgels for the' Bean 

Editor Colonist. — I noticed a para- 
graph in your paper making mention 
of a Court about to bo held by the 
Bishop of Columbia for the trial of 
Dean Cridgo.

so, also. I would liko to witness tho 
farce.. It is to bo hoped that tho Tiisli- 
op will remember in time that this is 
tho 19th and not tho lGth century, 
that theso are not the days of Wolsoy, 
Crumner and Latimer. Does tho Bish- 
op by the trial seek to promote the 
causo of Christianity, or to gratify a 
desire for revengo ? No doubt the 
Bishop for many reasons would like 
to got his foot on tho Dean's neck. 
"Lot him that standeth take heed lest 
ho fall." Is the Christ Church trust 
business a stinking affair, or is it not? 
How was tho £80,000 entrusted to the 
Bishop by Miss Burdett Coutts invest- 
ed for the church in this colony? 
What does it yield ? 

If this trial comes off, no doubt it 
will be a perfectly fair one. 

Tho Bishop, I believe, has secured Mr. 
McCreight for the prosecution, Messrs. 
Drake & Jackson as prosecuting attor- 
neys, and I believe Mr. Robertson was 
asked to bo oue of tho assessors, or, in 
other works, ouo of the jury, who will 
have the finding of tho verdict, oud ho 
rleolined. Is Mr. McCreight really to 
take part in persecuting the Dean ? He 
was his former Church Warden, and per- 
sonal friend. Will Mr. McCreight gain 
favor or friends by taking part in perse- 
cuting on innocent man ? In the event 
of the Bishop carrying out his design of 
securing all those legal gentlemen, who 
would be left to conduct tho Dean's cuse? 
I hoar that a petition is to bo got up to 
bo presented to tho Archbishop of Can- 
terbury praying that Bisliop Hills bo re- 
moved'from this Diocoso, or his Lottors- 
patent cancollod on oortaiu grounds, to 
bo therein stated. Considering all things 
it would without doubt bo tho wisest 
course for tho Bishop to withdraw alto- 
gether from this colony. He has mado a 
lamentable failure of all that ho took in 
hand. Oiisekveh. 



Tnn Adulteration of Butter and 
Wink.— Dr. Voelcker, chemist to the 
Royal Agricultural Society, has just 
given evidence deforo tho Select Com- 
mittee of tho House of Commons in re- 
ference to the adulteration of food. 
There have already been disclosures 
enough to take away one's appetite, 
and Dr. Voelcker's testimony cannot 
bo regarded as in any sense of a reas- 
suring character. He spoke of "Aus- 
tralian" butter which consists chiefly 
of American lard, and fat produced by 
steaming the bones of animals. The 
mixture, he says, is manufactured in 
this country, and in his opinion is in- 
jurious to health. "Dutch" butter, he 
adds, is largely manufactured from 
American lard, with a certain quantity 
of butter mixed. When asked if wines 
•were adulterated he said ho should 
first of all like to know what wine is. 
Dr. Voelcker declared it to bo impos- 
sible to tell what some wines were 
made from. This piece of information 
was bad enough for those who aro in 
the habit of indulging in a small quan- 
tity of "tho juice of the grape" after 
dinner, but what followed was worse. 
"Wine is, generally speaking," said 
tho witness, "manufactured article, 
and as to getting anything like a pure 
article it is simply impossible." The 
statement may bo expected to havo the 
effect of materially helping foward tho 
temperance cause. What is this manu- 
factured liquid that is so extensively 
consumed under the impression that it 
is wine? If it be simply impossible to 
obtain a pure article, that which is bo 
gratefully swallowed by tho unsus- 
pecting public is, wo suppose, simply 
impure rubbish. Can it be that this 
scientific gentleman is labouring under 
a mistake! Wo should like to believe 
that he is, and yet we are bound to 
give some credence to his evidence. 
Ho has specially prepared himself to 
speak with authority on tho matter, 
and he says not only that it is impos- 
sible to find out of what the wines 
which aro sold are composed, but that 
they aro "purposely fortified" abroad 
for the English market, and that clarets, 
"especially tho higher qualities," are 
quite as much "doctored" as other 
wines.

A gross libel upon tho Hon. Georgo 
Brown recently appeared in tho Nation, a 
paper it suited tho exigencies of our lo- 
cal contemporary a few days ago to de- 
signate as an organ of tho party now in 
power.

LAST MGHT'SJISPAYOHES. 

Eastern Stales- 

New York, Ana. 1L — Tho continua- 
tion oi lieeehcr's statement to-day, 
occupies two columns of tho Han Fran- 
cisco "Bulletin." Ho confesses au er- 
ror of jiul;jrinoiit in his relations with 
the Tilton family in tho follwing 
words: — "I have not the light which 
analyzes and disseminates things by 
ono blow. There opened before mo a 
revelation full of anguish, an agonized 
family. The husband ruined in world- 
ly prospects; a household crumbling to 
pieces. Tho wife, by long sickness 
and suffering, either compelled to de- 
ceit, as her husband alleged, or so 
broken in mind to be irresponsible, 
and either way it; was her enthusiasm 
for tbo pastor, as I was made to bc- 
liove, that was germ and beginning of 
tho trouble. It was for me to have 
prevented that mischief; my age snd 
experience in the world should have 
put me on my guard. I could not at 
that time tell what was true ami what 
was not truo of all the considerations 
urged upon me by Tilton and Moul- 
ton. There was a grief before me, in 
which lay those who had been my 
warm friends, and they alleged that I 
had helped to plunge them therein. 
That seemed enough to fill my soul 
with sorrow and anguish. No mother 
who has lost a child, but will under- 
stand tho wild self-accusation that 
grief produced against all reason, 
blaming herself for what tilings she 
did do, and for what she neglected to 
do, and charging upon herself .through 
neglect or heedlessness, tho death of 
her child, while ordinarily every one 
knew she bad worn herself out with 
assiduousness. Soon after this I met 
Tilton at Moulton's house. Either 
Moulton was sick, or he was very lato 
in rising, forho was in bed. Tho sub- 
ject of my feelings and conduct to- 
ward Tilton was also introduced. I 
made a statement of the motive under 
which I had acted in counselling Bowen 
of my feelings towards Tilton's family, 
disclaiming with horror the thought 
of wrong, and expressing a desire to 
do whatever lay in human power to re- 
medy any evil 1 had occasioned, and 
to reunite his family. Tilton was si- 
lent and sullen, He played the part 
of au injured man, but Moulton said to 
to Tilton with earnestness, "That is all 
that gentleman can say, and you ought 
to accept, it as an honorable basis of 
reconciliation." This he repeated two 
or three times. Tilton's countenance 
changed under Moulton's strong talk. 
We shook hands and parted in a friend- 
ly way. Not very lone; afterwards 
Tilton asked me to his home; I do not 
remember whether I over took a meal 
after that under his roof; but I certain- 
ly was invited by him to renew my 
visits as formerly. I never resumed 
my intimacy >ylth the family, but onco 
or twico I went there soon after my re-< 
conciliation with Tilton, and at his re- 
quest. Beecher details his efforts to 
prevent the scandal being made public 
which was threatened by Tilton, and 
by the Church and friends of Tilton. I 
was determined to carry out my pledge 
to Moulton for him, and to do all that 
human power could to save him from 
himself, even I would resign if that 
would stop tho scandal. I wrote a let- 
ter of my resignation, not referring to 
the charges against me, but declaring 
that I bad tried for years to maintain 
secresy concerning a scandal in a not- 
ed family in the church, and that 1 
had failed and I herewith resign. This 
letter was never sent, A littlo after- 
thought showed how futile it would be 
to stop tho trouble, a mere uselris sa- 
crifice; but I showed it to Moulton 
and possibly ho copied it, I have not 
the original in my house. If I could 
produce now any othor letters which 
1 have written to Moulton, I will do 
so. If ho lias preserved my effusions 
of feeling, lie must have a large lot . 
I wished him to bring them to where 
the Committee met. I should have 
been glad to get such bints, as they 
may possibly to refrosh my recollection 
of facts. I havo no fear of their full 
and fair publication, for though they 
would doubtless make a side-exposure 
of my weakness, grief and desponden- 
cy .they do not contain aline confirming 
such guilt as has been charged to me, 
or a word inconsistent with my inno- 
cence, or any spirit other than that of 
genuine remorse overa great fend irre- 
parable evil. However intense and 
numerous may bo these expressions of 
grief, they cannot possibly overstate 
the anxiety which I constantly felt, for 
the future, the perils of which it is now 
clear that I did not exaggerate nor 
tho sorrow and remorse which I fell 
originally on account of the injury 
which 1 supposed I had unwittingly 
done to a beloved family, and after- 
v,"anls for the greater injury which 1 
become satisfied I had by my unwise 
mind and useless efforts to remedy 
that injury, only as it proved at the 
expense of my name, the happiness of 
my own family, and the peace of my 
own church. Mr. Beeoher's conclud- 
ing remarks were : — Gentlemen of the 
Committee: — In tho noto, requesting 
your appointment, I asked that you 
should make a full investigation of all 
sources of information. You are wit- 
nesses that I have in noway influenced 
or interfered with your proceedings 
orduties. I have wished the investi- 
gation to bo searching, that nothing 
should unsettle its results. I have no- 
thing to gnin by any policy of suppres- 
sion or compromise. For four years I 
havo borno and suffered enough, and ! 
will not go a stop father. I will be 
free; I will not walk under tho rod and 
yoko. If auy man would do mo a fav- 



or let him toll all ho knows now. It is 
not mine to lay down tho law of hon- 
or in regard to the use of othor per- 
sons' confidential communications; but 
in so far as my writings are concerned 
there is not a letter or document 
which I am afraid to have exhibited; 
and 1 authorize any, and call upon 
any living person to produco and print 
forthwith whatever writings they havo 
of mine from any source whatever. It 
is time, for the sake of decency and 
public morals, that this matter be 
brought to an end. It is an open h«le 
of corruption,J[exhaling deadly vapors. 
For six weeks the nation has risen up 
and sat down upon this scandal; noi- 
ther a groat war nor a revolution 
could moro havo filled tbo newspapers 
than this question of domestic troublo 
magnified a thousand fold and like a soro 
spot on the human body drawing to it- 
self every morbid humor in tho blood. 
Whoever is buried with it it is timo that 
this abomination bo buried below all 
touch or power of resuscitation. - 

New York, Aug. It.— Beecher in his 
cross-examination, yesterday, explained 
how ho was induced -to contribute €7,000 
to extricate Tilton from pecuniary diffi- 
culties. This was effected through tho 
agency of Moulton. In explanation of 
certain letters and parts of lottors hereto- 
fore published, Beeoher said: 

Question— In your letter of that date to 
Moulton, this occurs: "Would to God, 
who orders all hearts, that by his kind 
meditation Theodoro and Elizabeth and I 
ould be made friends again. Theodore 
will have the hardest task in such a case." 

Question — What did you moan by that 
last sentence ? 

Answer— It is all a muddlo to mo as I 
do not recall the precise wording to my 
mind; no vivid recollection of making up 
of lettor or precise words in tho order in 
which I wrote it. I cannot givo a reason 
for tbo sentence. 

Question— I call your attention to it 
because criticism is made in certain quar- 
ters that I referred to Mr. Tilton's mari- 
tal troublo growing out of your offence. 
Isn't it going back to friendship? What 
you ask for is that you three may be mado 
friends again that that wo should all co- 
operate, and you say Theodoro will havo 
the hardest task. 

Answer — There was a family that by 
circumstances had been brought to the 
bitterest antagonisms at a time of most 
profound adversity when Tilton had got 
to struggle for his livelihood, for his 
name, for his position and for his house-" 
hold. Everything put togothor ho wai 
iu a situation in which ho had got to ex- 
ert himself in every way for restoration 
in every manner, and the point was that 
she should co-operate with him as well as 
well an with his friends. If she had her 
sorrow to bear at homo, ho had his, too. 
That is what I think likely may havo sug- 
gested thoso words; but 1 don t say that 
it is, because I don't remember. Eliza- 
beth, you know, was at times intensely 
bitter against Theodoro, and felt that she 
had been the aggrieved ono. I had been 
led to suppose that she had not beon any- 
thing like so much aggrieved as I now 
suppose sho has been. 

Question — In tho same loiter you say, 
of course I can never speak with hpr 
again without his permission, and I don't 
know that even then it would bo boBt. 
Why did you say that ? 

Answer— Beca.iso at tho time of tho 
letter from Mr. Bowen, Tilton had forbid- 
den me oyer to enter his bouse. I know 
I frequently said X wish I was dead, and 
Theodore Tilton came and' said ho wished 
ho was dead ; and Mr. Moutton was fre- 
quently in a stato in which he said he 
wished ho was dead, and Mrs. Moulton 
said, "I am living among friends, every- 
one of whom wishes ho wero dead," or 
something like that. I do not know but 
it was smarter than that. Rut sho put it 
in a way that was very ludicrous. Every 
one of us used to bo echoing tho wish. 
We wero teased and plagued and I used 
the familiar phrase I wish I was dead. 

Question— Outside gossip says that you 
referred ic that liuo to contemplated sui- 
cide 

Answer— It was not so; my purpose 
was this and I kept as a matter of lifo by 
patient continuance in well-doing, and 
put to shame those who falsely accused 
me. I meant to put down and preach 
down this trouble; of course in my dismal 
moods 1 felt as though tho world had 
come to an end. 

Question— You say in tbo same lotter, 
"We bad been enjoined most earnestly 
and solemnly not to botray his wife." In 
what respect ? 

AiiBwer — Not to betray this whole diffi- 
culty into which his household had beon 
east. Consider how it is, I appeal to overy 
sensitive man and cultivated nature in 
the world, if any greater evil can befall 
than to have a woman and wifo and mo- 
ther made the subject of investigation as 
respects her moral character, for no 
greater harm can befall a woman than to 
be talked about from bouse to house with 
discussions as to the grade of tho offence, 
and the probable noturo of the offence, 
and the causo of the offeneo and every- 
thing about it. Next to stabbing a wo- 
man dead is to talk of her virtue; and if 
the public suppose that in order to inter- 
pret these letters 1 must rofor to a vulgar, 
physical, gross indignity, then they aro liv- 
ing on a planet w hore I do not livo. You 
mast remember 1 was aware that iu ad- 
dition to the trouble involving my name, 
Tilton had also, in a moment of jealousy, 
accused his wife of criminal intimacy 
with several gentlemen of whom I was 
one. He has assorted in tho presence of 
witnesses that all her ohildren except the 
first were children of tbeso gentlemen 
respectively. In his decent moods he 
was very anxious to havo such aoousations 
unknown to tho world, aa a mere rumor 
of them would east an iuclVucablo blight 
upon his ohildren. Nothing would have 
induced mo to mako this explanation, but 
that Tilton has deliberately chosen to 
cast a blight of precisely the samo kind 
upon those very children by his subse- 
quent course, and all that, is left to mo is 
the power to treat his abominable accusa- 
tion with, tho scorn which such a horrible 
falsehood deserves. 

Question — I havo a strange feeling upon 
me that I am spending my last Sunday 
and preaching my last sermon. Do you 
refer to some condition of health and 
mind that you havo described ? 

Answor — 1 refer to the fact simply that 
that was my state of mind during this 
great trouble, although if you wore to 
collect all tho language I havo used at 
various times it might produce an im- 
pression that T had wallowed in a soa of 
unparalleled distress. I havo had stormy 
days and havo Buffered more from this 
than all othor causes in my lifo put toge- 
ther, taking 4 years togothor. 



Dominion Mail Summary. 

Ottawa, Aug. 3. — Tho "Times" this 
morning says: Tho statement goiu, 
tho rounds of the Tory press as to th 
tenders for the Traus-Continontal 
Telegraph being open is a pure fabr 
cation; nono of them have yet been 
opened, and they will remain sealed 
until the arrival of tenders from British 
Columbia. 

Br. MeKonzio and Mr. P. Wallace, 
of London, aro iu town receiving a pa- 
tent for making matches. The ma- 
cbino is the invention of Mr. Wallace, 
and it is claimed to bo superior to any 
machine now in use. 

A number of members of Parliament 
who have got woariod of onricliing avari- 
cious lodgiug-houso keepers, have club- 
bed together and loused tho upper flat of 
of the Boyal Victoria building, and aro 
going to run a small hotel on thoir own 
account. 

Two foot-ball matches will take place, 
ono between Highlanders and Lowlaudors, 
and Republicans and Democrats. 

Ottawa, Aug. 1.— Tho Department of 
Public Works will issuo a call for tenders 
for the construction of throe branches of 
tho Pacific Bailway. One from Winnipeg 
to Poinbina, another from Winnipeg to 
thoLakoof the Woods, and tho othor 
from Thunder Bay to the head of the 
water system noar Lake Shobandowan. 
It is tho intention of tho Government to 
procood with the construction of those 
branches with all convenient speed. 

Concerning tho Reciprocity Treaty it 
is stated in woll-mformed circles that tho 
Hon. George Brown has succeeded in ob- 
taining a modification of the sliding scale 
arrangement which will confine its appli- 
cation to a much shorter period than in- 
dicated in the published draft of tho 
Treaty. 

Fobt Gauiit, Aug. 1. —Two hundred 
and eighty Monnonites arrived by boat 
ladt night, and express themselves well 
pleasod with tho country. They expended 
soveral thousand dollars to-day, making 
purchases for farming operations. 

Tho grasshsppor ravages aro not so bad 
as at first thought. Ono half tho crop is 
fully expected. 

Tho news from Ottawa to-day that tho 
Government call for tenders for tho Pem- 
bina Railway and othor branches gives 
general satisfaction, and tho largo num- 
ber of unemployed men feel some encour- 
agement for permanent employment. 

Liout. -Governor Morris has been per- 
sonally investigating the dainago done by 
grasshoppers iu tho west. 

Bribery in English Elections. 

A cable dispatch published in tho Ore- 
gonxan several weeks since stated that Al- 
bert Grant, Member of Parliament for 
Kidderminster, had boon unseated for 
corruptly influencing or attempting to 
influence an election. From a statement 
of the case as given in the letter of a Lon- 
don correspondent it appears that in 1805 
Mr: Grant (as it was believed,) spent a 
sum «f money in tho borough of Kidder- 
minster variously estimated at from £10,- 
000 to £20,000. "This, it is said, acquired 
for Mr. Grant a warm placo in tho hearts 
of tho voting population of Kiddermin- 
ster, and gave him an oleotion by a hand- 
some majority. At tho lost general elec- 
tion he caused his agents to publish that 
he wonid handsomely entertain all who 
voted for him. Grant seems to differ 
from tho American politician chiofly iu 
his regard for promises made beforo elec- 
tion. He sent the hungry voters of Kid- 
derminster £1000 with which to defray 
tho expenses of tho proposed entertain- 
ment, and gavo his oonsont to a plan for 
adorning the guests with medals and 
rosettes oalonlated to satisfy tho icsthetic 
cravings whioh. voters of that class pos- 
sess. Subsequently he abandoned the 
wholo subject by advice of a counsellor. 
But on tho trial tho Judgo (Justico Mel- 
lor) hold that tho promise w.is an act of 
corruption, and that it was furthered by 
the remittance of tho money. So Albert 
Grant was unseated. 

An English journal (the London Spec- 
tator) comments on the trial in this wise: 
Tho most extraordinary feature in tho 
case is tho influenoe which an entertain- 
ment has, or is supposed to have, upon a 
class of tho electors. It is assumed all 
round that in Kidderminster, as olso- 
whoro, there aro many electors who would 
sell their political rights far a meal and 
an evening's jollity. If that is really the 
case — and it is so in times when the elec- 
tors aro uninterested — tboapparcnt sever- 
ity of tho Judge is fully justified, but the 
caso for manhood suffrage is certainly not 
improved. All these electors so tempted 
by a dinner have homos. 

Australian Ladies at Cricket. — A 
cricket match of a novel description has 
been played at Sandhurst, with the ob- 
ject of swelling tho funds of tho local 
charities. The players wero ladies who 
wont into regular praotioo for the match, 
and a local journal said, in noticing thoir 
proceedings, "the progress which they 
mado was astonishing, for they picked 
up the points of tho game with wonder- 
ful aptitude." A description of the match 
saya of tho lady cricketers: "At first it 
was expected that they should play in 
Bloomor costume, as being less likely to 
interfere with thoir freedom of movement 
than any othor, but tho innovation was 
considered too otartling for a British 
community, and tho idoa was given up 
in favor of an attiro of an ordinary shaped 
dress, made of calico, with a colored jac- 
ket to distinguish tho rospeotivo sides. 
Thoso dressos tho ladies propose handing 
ovor as gifts to the charities. Everything 
being in readinoss, tho ladies — tho one 
sido wearing rod Garibaldi jackets and 
sailors' hats, aud tho other blue jackets 
and similar hats— marched in pairs — red 
and blue being linked togothor — from the 
tent into tho field, headed by the rospeo- 
tivo captains— Mrs. Rae, for tho Beds, 
and M ; sb B. Rao for the Blues. Their 
appearance was vory pretty and pictur- 
esque, and they wero loudly applauded 
by the on-lookers. Tho respective cap- 
tains having tossed for innings, it was 
decided that tho Rods should go to tho 
bat; and they secured a total of G'2 runs 
before tha last wickot foil. After tjio 
lapse of half an hour tho Rods took the 
field, and they put their opponents out 
for 81! runs. One innings each only was 
played, and victory, thorefore, rested 
with tho Blues. Mr. Oollin aotod as 
scorer.

Canadian Pacific Railway. 

TELEGRAPH LINE. 

■pnOPOSALS ARB INVITED FOR THE 

J& erection of a line of telegraph along the general 
route of the Cana lian Pacific Railway, as may be do. 
fined by the Government. The proposals to embrace 
the following points, viz: 

The furnishing of all materials, labor, Instruments 
and everything necessary to put the line in operation; 

The maintenance of the line for a period of five 
years after its completion. 

In the Wooded Sections the land to be cleared to a 
width of 133 foot or such greater width as may ho ne- 
cessary to prevent injury to the telegraph from fires or 
falling trees. 

Distinct proposals to he mado for each of the follow- 
ing sections; such proposals to state the time when 
the party tendering will undertake to have the tele- 
graph read; for use in each case: 

(1) Fort Garry to a point opposito Fort Pelly, about 
250 miles. 

(2) Fort Garry to the bend of tho North Saskatche- 
wan, about 500 miles. 

(») Fort Garry to a point in the longitude of Edmon- 
ton, about 8UU miles. 

(4) Lac La Hache, or other convenient point on the 
existing telegraph system in British Columbia to Fort 
Edmonton, about 550 miles. 

(6) Fort Garry to Nipegon, Lake Superior, about420 
miles. 

(ti) Ottawa to Neplgon, Lake Superior, about 7C0 
miles. 

Tho above distances aro approximate. They aro 
given for the general guidance of parties desiring in- 
formation. Any increase or diminution in the ascer- 
tained mileage after construction will he paid lor or de- 
ducted, as the case may be, at a rate corresponding 
with the sum total of the tender. 

Parties tendering must satisfy the Government as to 
their ability to carry out the work and maintain it for 
the specified time. 

Proposals addressed to the Minister of PablicWorks 
wl'l be received up to the 22d day of JULY neit.
